The men met near the mill Just nt 
dusk and the quarrel 
was resumed. 
Olney asserts that Dowdell hit him on 
the head with a large stone, knocking 
him to the ground, when he in self 
defense 
drew 
his 
pocketknlfe 
and 
stabbed Dowdell, inflicting about ten 
wounds. 
Dowdell also drew his knife and cut 
Olney 
in 
several 
places, 
but 
his 
wounds are not serious. 
The two men 
were alone when the fight occurred, 
and when 
the battle was over and 
Dowdell lay prostrate on the ground. 
Olney arose and. asking a small boy 
who was passing to stand guard over 
the prostrate form, went to the mill 
and called 
for help, 
saying he had 
killed his brotther-in-law\ 
When help arrived Olney was found 
with blood dripping 
from his own 
wouuds, leaning over the dead body 
of Dowdell and wringing his hands in 
agony. 
He expressed regret at hav­ 
ing killed Dowdell, but said he had to 
do it in self-defense. 
Olney was not arrested, but was al­ 
lowed to go to his home to await the 
coroner’s 
verdict. 
Dowdell 
was

gardener and was known to be quar­ 
relsome when drinking. 
Olney is a 
bachelor forty-eight years old.
